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RUSSiA AND ENGLAND Iv tHE

Englishmen are, perhnps, ton apt to place 
she worst construction on everything done by 
Russia, and in contrasting the promises of her 
‘statesmon with the pertor mancesof her officials 
to attribute the discrepancy to innate bal 
faith. It is not to be denied that Russia has, 
on many occasions openly and deliberntely 
broken faith, and it is unfortunately the case 
that Russin’s diplomacy has come tu bea syno- 
nym for untruth aud prevarication, an-l yet it 
may be, and we believe frequently 18 the 
case, that Russia herself has been the <e- 
ceived party; that she tias set the ball roll- 
ing down hitl with the best of intentions, 
but the increased velocity has proved too 
powertul for her weak control; aud the 
object sturted in a safe or even lnndable 
direction, has surmounted its track, and 
rushed aga devouring avalanche over her 
more civilised neighbours, Ruasia, in fact, 
hag not yet learned peace; she isatillin bt 
atage of her development when war is her 
natural condition, and it is doubtful in what 
direction it will bresk out, and what charac 
ter it will assume. Lt is indce! the int tet 
chnracteristic that is ever present to Russi 
statesmen, aud compels them, trequeatls 
Agnings their wills, to make these enor- 
poous warlike preparations, which in the 
end muke Kussiu a terror to herself as 
well, or even more than to her neigh- 
boura, That Kussia herself is conscious of 
these facts, and that a large aud increasing 

rty is siucerely Lent on their amendment 
is indicated in many directions. Mr. De 
Wrire's private memorandum, issued now 
rather nore than # yeitr ago, is an indication 
of what Russiu’s preseut statesmen do 
not fail to grasp. If the proverb be true 
that ‘war begets war,’ it is no less true 
thet peace engenders peace, and Mr. De 
Warre’s memorandum, evidently never in- 
tendeu to become the property of the world.

{n apite of the most careful labour on the 
part of the Japanese doctors for the preven- 
tion of the introduction of plague into 
Japan; their systematic visitation of ships 
and per-onal inspection of passengers, so 
long continued with effect, yet having got 
a foothold the plague in Japan is increasing 
The Japanese medical men are bravely and 
self-sacrificingly grappling with the dread 
diseaye. and already two have lost their lives 
in endeavouring tu save its victims, When 
the nail left Japan there bad been reported 
fifty-nine cases of plague of which only 
eleven had survived. ‘Thirty-nine of thesa 
belonged to Osaka. The authorities of this 
town had taken the matter energetically iu 
‘nand and had decided to employ three 
‘hundred doctors and enforce strict preventi- 
‘tive measures. The form the pest has taken 
in Japan is not that ‘which attacks people 
through abrasion of the skin, being ‘thus 
‘comparitively slow in its development, but 
that which attacks the respiratory organs, 
against which the Yersin serum has been 
without effect, though it may possess preven- 
titive properties. The two ductors who suc- 
cumbed attended a patient suffering, un- 
kuown to them, from this form of plague 
and they were consequeutly entirely un- 
protected and rimply iuhaled the disease. 
One plan the Japanese doctors have 
recommended in dealing with the plague is 
that the infected houses should be promptly 
destroyed, and it is pointed out that it this 
had been «lone in Kobe when the first case 
beenme kuewn the diserse would not have 
assumed its present daugerous proportions.

What used to be said of the sen, that it 
bound the-lands together, is now more es 
pecially true of railways, Such indeed has 
been the effect of railways within an ordin- 
ary lifetime that they may be said to have 
completely metamorphosised the political) 
social and commercial life of the world, and 
the position of the country may now be said 
to be estimated above all things else by the 
length and condition of its rvilways.. First 
commenced as short links connecting neigh+ 
bouring centres of ;opulation, as Stockton 
aud Darlington, the pioneer of railway eu- 
terprise, the detached fragments got gradu- 
ally linked up, till at Inst they came to 
connect kingdoms and finally continents. 
Americu led in the latter contest. The

CAUSES OF POVERTY, 

That Shantung at preseut 1s a poor country 
it appears unnecessary to advance any further 
proof. The Yellow River is an exceptional 
burden, but yet it does not effect more than 2 
per cent. to 3 per cent. of the entira popniation. 
The province suffers obviously from natural 
and unpreventable causes such as locusts, 
dronght, excessive rains, hail and a succession 
of bud harvests, This poverty we can trace 
directly to causes physical, political and in- 
dustrial, any one of which are in themselves 
sufficient to sap the life blood out of a human 
beme. The privcipal of these canses are, to my 
thinking, as followe, namely, physically the 
large extent of barren and unproductive moun. 
tain soil and the very bad state of the public 
highways making distribution and exchange of 
commodities difficult. costly and slow. Conge- 
quently, the diffioalty of emigration, thus mak- 
iug land incredibly dear,.and over populated in 
some places, and desolate and valualess in other 
Politically, ‘squeezing’ by officials 
and a goueral feeling of distrust, so disastrous 
in commercial undertakings, has woch to d. 
with the poverty of the province. As an 
instance of thu ill-advised policy in one of these 
respects I was: informed that nearlv all the 
foreign goods sold in Ichow-fu came from 
either Tiger Head or Chefoo via Wei Haieno. 
thas involving an overland haul of from 700 or 
1,100 lt, whereas the grest mart of Tsing: 
Kiang’pa on the Grand Cunal is distanced ouly 
46U li. and other ports on the same waterwy, 
such as Yaowan and ‘laier chiang, aca only 
about 200 lé from Ichowfu. ‘Tha local magis 
trate gives as tha main cause of this anomalons 
fact that the cheapuess of water transportation 
is offset ‘by the numerous and axtortionate 
lekin squeezes’ on the Grand Canal, there 
being no less than three larve barriara and ten 
smailer ones between Chinkiang and ‘I'siny- 
Kian'pu. a distance of about 36 Ud, g0 that 
it becomes cheaper to trinsport goods overland 
from Chefoo, where they get tre advantage of 
steamer freight rates sud a siug’e houest Cu - 
toms charge from the Lmperia) Maritima Cus- 
toms.

face. ‘Likewise their inability to maanfacture 
anything, and their utter ignorance of me- 
chanics. Even their straw braid trade they are 
losing becanse they will not take the trouble 
to supply the market with braid up to their 
samples. 
THE NECESSITY OF ROALS ANI RAILWAYS, 
Let us now turn to the other side of the qnes- 
tion and take a glance at Shautung as it might 
! 


_ and should be, and here it is neveszary to state 


that every improvement is dependent. upen two 
things, namely, the building of railw ‘ys und the 
reconstruction of the public highways upon a 
proper system. Without these innovations it 
will always be impossible to revive trade, which 
in some commodities is slowly but surely de- 
creasing; or to transport the mineral wealth of 
this province when its treasures are uncarthed, 
A very brief and superficial geological rurvey 
of this country discovered to me coal of a first: 
class quality and in abundance, iron. copper, 
silver, gelana, asbestos and mica, the latter 
in vast deposits; bat just at present i shall 
refrain from making farther mention of these. 
Let-it suffice to say that they are to be found. 
The route for the line cf ril.ay which I 
surveyed in 1896, namely, from “Kixochow 
bay. to Csinanfa, is the very une now to 
be. constructed by German enterprise. and 
2. & paying one. ‘The points to

be touched by the “iron road,” as the 
Chinese call it, should be starting from tha 
new port first of all. Wei Hsien (36 deg. 40 
min. N.GL., 119 deg. 10 mio. E.). which, as I 
said before, is the Clapham Junction of the 
province, then ‘sing Chow-fu, the ancient 
capital, Chib Ch'wan, from which a branch line 
must ruo up the Laufn Valley to the coal 
mines of Poshan, a distance of less than twenty 
miles. Here are situated extensive potteries 
aud glass manufacturies, which employ over 
two-:hirds of the popniation of Poshan and 
Yeushiog Hsien. + rom Chih Ch'wan the line 
should pass by Tsouping. and thence to the 
capital, Tsinan-fa (36 deg. 50 min. N. lat. 
117 deg. E. loug.). Now let me come ta ‘hard 
facts,’ aud briefly set forth the advanta -es of 
this route. First of all Vsinan-fa is the Pro- 
vincial Capital, and its trade is ‘the largest. 
‘The cities of Tsouping Tsing Chowfa and Wei 
Hsien ard all great bead centres of trade; they 
are the marts to which the produce of the 
surrounding districts is brought and sold and 
from which it is redistributed. and a traveller 
has ocular evidence every day of the vast pas- 
senger traffic (comprising officials with their 
large retinu:s and merchants) to and fro 
between these towns, In 1395 I was informed 
by natives, rich and poor, that they would 
y'-dly use a train as a means of locomotion had 
they «ue, which, iudeed. is not to be wondered 
at when we take into account the fact that a 
jouruey occupying. say, two days with ita 
xccompanying necessary expenditure of money 
on hotel accommodation and consequently 
euhauced price of food could ba performed in 
almost so many hours and at one quarter of the 
cost, The c: nsideration of tima does not 
Appear to appeal to these people. Now as to 
freight. I must mention the following facts 
which are conclusive ag to the desira ility from 
every point of view of connecting the trade 
cuutres in this province by ruil. 

A.— The freight rate from Wei Hsien to 
Kiaochow, a distance of 70 English miles, 1s 
7 large cash per catty. ‘l'his is the Hong 
Cheng catty, eqnal to lbs. 125 avoirdupnis. 
I'bos for 1,60 cutties—l ton of 2.400 Ibs.— we 
have a freight rate of 11,200 large cash, which 
in 1895 equalled about 811 Mexi-an. 

B —Frow Wei Hxieo to Tsing showfu—n dis. 
tance of 40 English miles—the rate is 5 larg. 
exsh per catty. This vives %000 large cash. 
which, at the rate above quoted. gava $ 
Mexican per ton. Hence, from [xing Chow-fa 
to Kiaoctiow, & distauce 330 Ui or LLU Boslish 
miles, the freight rate is 319 Mexican per 
ton. 

FUTURE Pt:OSPECTS, 

The foregoing figures are fairly representa. 
tive ot the Shautung freight rates; bat I mnst 
mention th £ they only hold good in the spring 
and autumn. Daring the rainy season and winter 
months they do not hold rood, but. must be in- 
creased according to the exigencivs of the wes- 
ther and roads) The live which I have just 
refecred to and which is to ba constructed 
will no doubt be coutinnued to Tai An-fa and 
I'chow-fu, and [ believe the latter city is to be 
connected directly with Kisochow ay. thos a 
circle will be formed. The towns situated more 
to the west make theGrand anal their Appian 
Way.” The new open port at Tsiug-tau, which 
is situate at Lhe entrauce to Kisochow bay, has 
a very decirable location, and. geographically 
speaking. the bay has everything in its 
favour aod should become a large commer 
cial port. Of course. money must be ox- 
pended and dredying at certain places The 
soundings, I may mention, are in some places 
very aneveo.

But this is so widely known 
and understood that further comment apon my 
part is needless. No matter how things, political : 
or commercial, may go, it will take many years - 
of hard and consvientious work to bring abont 
anything like destderatum not only in Shan- - 
tung. but-all over China. There is no panacea 
for the sick man of the Far Bast, no stad 
path to success. Nothing but persistent offort 
will achieve the desired results,

CONSPIRACY TO CHEA! AND DEFRAUD, 

Puog Hing Yan and Pang Tak Ying came 
np for sentence. There were thre counts in 
the indictment, viz., (1) forging a deed with 
inteut to defrand (both prisoners); (2) parsonat. 
iug with intent franduleutly to obtain certain 
property (second prisover); (2) coaspiracy to 
eheat aud defraud (both prisoners). 

Mr. Francis said the prisoners had pleaded’ 
xuilty to the misdemeanour charged in the 
information filed by the Attoruey-Ge-eral 
‘that thay oa the 24th of October, 188, at 
Victoria. in this Colony unlawfally did amongst 
themselves conspire, combiae. confederate. and 
avrey together falsely und frandulently to cheat 
and defraud one Paog Sai Chang of certain 
valuable proyerty, to wit, the undivided moiety 
of and in a certaiu piece of ground and premises 
koowo ond registered in the Land Office as 
s-ction lof nlaud Lot 202." He had to a. 
peal to bis Lordship u the defendants’ beha 
for his most mercifnl consideration of the | 
offeace with which they had pleaded guilty a d 
to ask his Lordship to infect upoo them the 
lightest punishment he reasonably could in 
consider:tion of the circumstances out of 
which the transaction arose. Mr. Francis 
called his Loriship’s attention to the facts 
etated iu the depositions and the affidavits which 
had been filed. snowing that the offence bad 
arisen ont of some f. mily dispute. Conolnding, 
he observed that if his Lurdship would coudes- 
cend to refer to the complainant in the case 
she would say that she was prepared to recom.

Uudoubtedly on the 
face of it the paragraph published with referenée 
to Mr Nervegna was a defamatory statemen 
and that, therefore, tbe plaintiff was entitl 
to a verdict usayainst his client. The only ques- 
tion which emained for the consideration of 
the jnry—the im;ortant question in the case— 
was what amount of damages was the plaintiff 
entilled to ‘I'he amonnt of damages whioh the 
jury would award to the plaintiff would he sub- 
initted, aud depend upon two or three considera: 
tious, namely, the circumstances surrounding 
the publication of the paragraph objected to;

Mr. Francis contends t that there was absolutely 
no eviden-e that there was any connection 
between the two transactions at all except that 
one was subaajnent in point of daie to the 
other. As to the plaintiffs allegation that he 
had lost his basiness in Wavhow and Cantoth 
in consequence of the publication of the de. 
famatory paragraph in question. Mr. Francis 
asked what evidence was there to connect this 
loss of business with this paragraph? There 
was none except Mr. Nerve-na's own opinion; 
but was there suffivient reason shown on the 
very facts of the case to saggest abandant 
reasuns for bis loss of basiness independeat-of the 
publication of this parayraph?P Lt-was perfectly 
plain that toa greater o: lesser ex.ent Mr. 
Nervegna was not in favour with the gent 
and officials in Wuc ow. As to tho plaintiff's 
allegution that in consequence of the publica- 
tion of this pa-ayraph he had lost business with 
4, the Kwong ‘Tuug Suu Tai tirm, Mr. Fraucis 
contended that there was not sofiicient satiafac- 
tory evidence before the jury to show that the 
business transactions alluded to with this firm 
ev v existed. In conclusion Mr.-Francis sub- 
mitted that this case ongbt never to have: been 
brought into that.conrt. ‘The Summary Court: 
would have been quite good enough, and $100 
or $150 would have been quite sufficient damages 
to Mr. Nervegoa for anything be had suffered 
from the publication of this ipsignificant par- 
agraph in an insigniticant Ubiaeze paper, 
Mr. Slade, suinmiag op for the plaintiff, 
said that with regard to the point raised b 
his friend Mr. itubinson, Le wonld refer his 
‘Lordship to one or two cass.

Tha Yellow River Comments. By ious DEK 
Ryns. Hongkong: Kelly and Walsh, Ld. 
TH1s is a series of comments, taking up forty- 
three octavo pages, made by Mr. Jobs. de Ryke, 
the well known Dutch hydrographic engineer- 
ing adviser tothe Japanese Government. The 
comments are made on the report of a survey 
made of the Yellow River by Mr. A. Rouffart, 
a Belgian engineer, who came to China 
orgiually in connection with tendering for an 
electrical tramway concession at Shanghai. 
When the recent calamiteus floods took 
place in Shantang, causing such wretchad- 
ness and disaster, Mr. Kouffart proceeded north 
aod made a report un the “ River of Sorrows,” 
aod presumably a copy was forwarded to Mr de 
Ryke for his professional opinion. ‘That opinion 
is embodied in the pamphlet before as, and there 
is no persouage in the Kast better quulified 
to discuss the matter than the autor of those 
comments, The commen s sre of course tech- 
nical in natnre but are comprehensible by the 
ordinary lay miud, aud afford an idea of the 
difficuities that would coufrout the engineer io 
dealing with this disastrous river aud the 
ehormuus expeuse that sould be entailed in 
an uudertaking for prevention of the floods. 
Chinese official indolence and above all official 
parsimony stand in the way of such a work; 
a proliminery eoginesring survey of the river 
alo e would coxt one miilion tuels aco rdiug to 
Mr. Rouffart's estimate. Until something how- 
ever is done tue disasters among tha inbubitauts 
of shantung, in the valley of the Yeliow Kiver, 
miy be exvected periodically. 
Mesny's Chinese Miscellany.

"| PROCEEDINGS AT THE MAGISTRACY 
YESTERDAY. 

At the Magistracy on tho 23ril inst.,before Mr 
Gomperts, ‘Chan £3 and Yu Shan Tin, theformer 
being the keeper snd the latter the manager of 
the Shop Yik Godown at West Point, were 
obarged ‘on remand with storing explosives in 
the Godown in question. 

Captain Superintendent May conducted the 
caso on behalf of the prosecation. Mr. Ewens 
appeared for Yu Shau Tin and Mr. Sharp for 
Chan 8s. ‘Mr. Ewens asked for the cages to be 
dealt with separately, and xccordingly the 
eharge against his client was gone into first. 
Defendant pleaded not guilty, 

U Fok, building contractor, said he kuew 
the Kwan Wo Tung, he being a partner in 
that firm. He knew the Chop Yik Godown, 
which was recently burned down. He hada 
shure in the Godown. which was managed by 
the defendant Ya Shuau Tin. The rents for the 
goods in the godown were collected by the 
accountant, who paid them to Yu Shaa ‘Lin. 
The latter divided them amongst the partners 
in the godown. 
is In ene to Mr. Bwens, witness said the de- 
fendant did not reside on the godown premises. 
The avcountant resided there. He did not 
know whether the defendant would buve aay 
knowledge of the goods stored in the godown. 
He bad a share in the godown but knew nothing 
ubout the goods -stored there. He knew no- 
thing about any rules in connection with the 
godown., ; 

Laspector Baker ssid that after the fire at 
the Chop Yik Gedown he weut to the Kwan 
Mo Fung firm and asked for the manager. 
The defendant was sent for and stated that he 
was the manuger of the Chop Yik Godowa. 
When.asked'his name the defendant said it was 
Yu Fuk. After the fire he got the books per- 
taining by the godown !rom the possession of 
the ‘godown-keeper, who was the acccountant 
Chan‘ Sze. 

- Pv CU! Mackay said that after the fire at the 
Chap Yik Godown he made a search and found 
the box of ammuuition prodtced in No. 2 Go- 
down. There was about two feet of rabbish on 
the top. He continued bis search the next day 
and «found: some exploded cartridges in the 
same godown. The cartridges produced were 
paru“of* them. He also found exploded 
cartridges in ‘No. 3 godown on the 2th 
December. Ou the 2Let instant be found the 
lead and cartridges produced in No, 7 Godown, 
and h6é found sone more expl.ded cartridges in 
the same Godown on Monday, He had beon in 
the afmy, and ‘the box produced was a proper 
ammutition box. ~ 

“PC, Brown deposed to finding the pieces of 
load produced among the ruins of the Chop Yik 
Godown, -* They: oonsisted of lead and cartridge 
melted together. : 
“. : Serguant-Interpretor said he was on duty 
whon'the defendant was obarged. In reply the 


defendant ssid, ‘Ido nvt-koow the nature of 


goods:'storedin the godown.” — 
CBs Worship resalied U ‘Fuk, who now said 
the defendant: was.not the manager of the go- 
down .bnt- of the:Kwon Mo Lung. He bad 


- pietvur gaia the defendant-was the manager of the 


_panager of the godown. - The defendant took | 


charge of the money in connection with ‘the 
godouwn and engaged the accountant, from 
whom he received the money. He did not 
know with whom people made arrangements 
when they wished to store goods in the godown. 
Chan Sze.had been connected with the godown 
seven or eight years. ; 

Mr. Ewena, in addressing the Court for the 
defence, submitted that there was no case 
against the defendant, Because this man hap- 
pened to take rents he could not be said to keep 
explosives. The evidence of the prosecution 
was to the effect that the defendant did not 
know the notice of the goods stored in the 
godown. . 

Chan Sze, accomtant at the Chop Yik Go- 
down, said he entered into the books all the 
goods received for storing {uto the godown. 
He was not aware that any cartridges were 
stored in the godown. He produced a copy of 
the rales for the regulation of the godown. Rate 
9 said that goods which would injure other 
goods in the godown were prohibited. Had 
anyoue bronght him ammunition to store he 
would have refused it. Yu Shan Tin did not 
know the nature of the goods stered in the 
godown. Tam Hoi, the godown keeper, did. 
He asked the oustomers and the godown keepar 
what goods he shonld enter into his books. | 
Had ammunition been brought be would have 
refused to take it in The books produced. 
contained correct entries, so far as he knew, of 
the goods stored in the g:.down. 

hKeplying to the Captain Superintendent, 
witness admitted that it was his duty to see 
that the rules of the godown were observed and | 
that the prohibited articles mentioned in Rule 
9 were not stored. 

Tam Hoi said he was the keeper of the 
Chop Yik Godown, and if anyone wanted to 
store cargo in the godown he asked him, telling | 
him what cargo he wanted to store, If man 
had told him he was bringing ganpowder he 
would not have taken it in. He had never’ 
seen boxes like the cartridge box produced 
brought in. 

In reply to the Captain Superintendent, 
witness said that when the goods were placed 
in the godown he went with the customer to 
see the acvountant. He could not stora goods 
without the acconntant’s authority, nor could 
any goods be taken ont without the acoount- 
anot’s authority. The accountant was the bead 
man at the godown. Witness only looked after 
the coolies. 

His Worship said he would cousider his deci- 
sion, and would hear the other case. 

Mok Yi, a coolie cl a, by by Mr. Cooper, 
of Pottinger Street, said he had taken goods 
to the Chop Yik godown and stored them there 
on bebalf of his employer. He knew the defen- 
dant, who was the accountant at the godown. 
When he went to store goods he used to ask 
the godown keeper if he had any room and the 
godown keeper would refer him to the defen- 
dant, and the defendant would ask him what 
the goods were. When he wished to take away 
the goods he had to see the defendant aad pay 
for the storage. The defendant would then 
give bim an order for the godown keeper. He 
had nev-r stored goods or taken goods out 
without the defendant's authority. 

Replying to Mr. Sharp, witness said it was 
the godown keeper, and not the defendant, 
who actaully saw the good» as they came in. 

The evidence given in the previous case was 
read over. ; 

The Sergeant Iuterpreter said that when 
charged the defendant replied, “I have only 
been in charge of these godowns this year. 
When I took charge there were some goods 
there; Ido not know the nuture of these goods 

Mr. Sharp, for the defence, contended that it 
was clear that the person contemplated by the 
Legislature was the owner of the explosive or 
the person who was seeking to store the ex- 
plosive. Hoe argued that the box containin 
the cartridges were sent in disguised, an 
therefore his elient was not responsible. If 
this charge. were upheld the result would be 
that every employee connected with the godown 
would be liable. a : 

‘The Captain Superintendent pointed out that 
there was no evidence at all that the ammani 
tion box produced had any outside covering.

which is particularly gratifying to me ss the 
officer who is responsible for the drafting 
of the Estimates of this Colony, and who 
sometimes finds it not too easy to show the 
desired surplus on the right side. (Applause.) 
The report of Dr Wright and Viscount Suird- 
ale on the Upper School shuws that high iu- 
telligence was displayed by Uhinese and non- 
Chiuese in oral aud written examination work, 
aud I am especially gratified to tind that tho 
examiners were able to report so favourably on 
the knowledge of English possessed by the boys 
and the excellence of the English pronunciation 
ia the College. I feel certain you will all agree 
with me that Dr. Wright aud the staff of 
masters are to be oongratulated on the ex- 
cellent resalts they have obtained, as shown in 
this independent report on the Upper School. 
Of course, there must be weak points, but it is 
unnecessary to emphasize them. Ln an inatilu- 
tion it may be taken for grauted that atten- 
tion having been onc called to such weaknesses 
every endeavour will be taken to remedy the 
causes of them. As wo all know from our owu 
experienoe as boys, the originality of boys is not 
infrequently shown in the answers they give to 
questions. I understand no small amount of or- 
iginality was shown during the recent examina- 
tion. Iwill give oneinstance. ‘The question set 
wns:—‘ Correct. the following where nevessary and 
write out the corrected form, “ You didn't ought 
to have got so excited as them.” The amended 
version given was as follows:—" You oaght to 
have got as excited as they didn't.” (I.aughter.) 
{ doubt whether the boy who gave that anawir 
received the marks which I thiak he deserved 
for this piec« of originality. (Laughter.) That 
the education given by this Colleye is apprevia- 
ted by the publis is shown by the figures stated 
by Dr Wright that oc fewer thau 119 boys 
obtained; iu 189:', varions situations in the 
colony and elsewhere. Out of that number, 

twenty-one have found employment in the 

service of the Hongkong Government, and IJ 

can speak from personal experience of some 

of these. I do not know what the Govarnment 

would have done if it had not had the College 

to turn to when it wanted a staff of Chinese 

for the new territory. I have seen that staff 

at work in the new territory, and I cannot give 

them any bigher praise than to say that they 

ate carrying out their daties in a manner 
worthy of the College in which they received 

their'education. (Applause.) I do not know 

whether it has been the caxtom in this Callege 
to keep a list of the pupils who pass through it 
and a record of their carears. Sucha list wonld 

be highly instructive as showing how wide- 
spread has been the educatioual inflaence of 
this iustitution, and to «hat high positions of 
responsibility and trust many of its pupils have 
attained Suoha list would jastify the head- 
master in exclaiming, in the wc rds of the Latin 
poet, somewhat modified —Quae regio in Oriente 
nostri non plena laberis. And now, boys, I 
wast address a few word- {o you. The results 
of your examinations show that moet of you 
have worked bard, and in so doing so you bave 
shown your wisdom at an early age. The 
Chinese proverb says:—"If you do not work 
when you are young,’ what will you do in old 
age?"

I am glad to 
have the opportunity of publishing a fact that 
is not yet known to Lord Suirdale himself. 
In the oral examinations almost exclusively 
conducted by Lim, the class masters who were 
present and the boys spoke in the highest terms.

The annul prize distribution took place at the 
Di.-cesan school and Orphanage on the 24th inst. 
at noon. Lu the absenc: through ina lispusition 
of His Excellency the Governor (Sir Henry 
Blake, i. 5.M.G-), the chair was occupied by 
the Right Revereud the Bishop of Victoria 
(De. Hoare), who was supported by the Rev. 
RB. F. Cobbold and Mr. G. Piercy, jan. (head- 
master, There were also present among others.

The Heapmaster, previous to sabmilting 
the anoail report, said by wished to sty how 
pleased they ware when they haard that the 
University of Cambridge hid conferred upon 
the Bishop ths dagrae of doctor of divinity.

The fol'owing is the Rev. Mr. Cobtold’s re- 
port:—I lave examined 199 boys in their 
Holy Scripture lessons, and find both the written 
and oral works for the most part well and 
accuralely Jone. The boys throughout the 
azhool gave evidence of careful instruction, and 
auswered intelligently. The memory work 
was good, particularly in classes 4 to2. Owing 
to the elementary knowled-e of Baglish of the 
youngest boys, particalar vare mast be taken 
that in memory work thay be taught to 
pronounce words clearly and correctly, and to 
rapeat passages slowly. I think it would bea 
good thing if some instruction in religious 
subjects coul:l be given in hiness to Chinese 
boys, as, in some cas 8, it is evident that they 
do not understand the English words they try 
ta use. On the whole, the work is satisfso- 
tory, and quite up to the standard of former 
years. {n each class there are several boys 
ready for promotion, who will do credit to the 
teachin of the oext higher class. 

The Bis sop having distribute (the pri es, de- 
livered an appropriate speech for the occasion. 
After regretting the absence of His Excellency, 
und remarking that there was not a man io the 
colony who sympathised more with what was 
going forward in the colony than His Hixcel- 
Jeucy, his Lordship said there was one thing 
which wis borns ia apon his miad as he heard 
the report. and that was that there was pengresa 
all along the line—progreas in uumbers. pro- 
gress in the Governmeut grant, progress with 
regird to the buildin.cs and play-grounds. Per- 
sooally he was heart and soal 10 favour of boys 
having as mach room for play and as much 
tive for play as possible, so that they were not 
let to neglect ther duties through it. He 
thought that on the fri they might offer 
thair hearty congratulations and thanks to Mr. 
Piercy aud also to his fa isters who bad fullow-d 
him so mavfully all through the year. (Hear, 
hear.) [he report certainly showed that right 
dowa good work bad been dona, and they might 
also c-nzratulate not only the misters on the 
work thay bad dane, but also the committees. 
Whan they had aschool worked as this was 
bei«g worked by Mr. Piercy and his colleagues 
the committee had practically vary little to do 
und absolutely no anxiety. But he thought 
they might congratulate not only the committe 
bat the whole colony might be congratalated 
ou tha successful working of that school. ‘I‘hat 
school wis a very special pheuomeuon iu that 
colony. They bid should be say, the advantage or 
disadcantage of not being a Government school. 
Owing to the advantage of not being a Guvern- 
meut school they had theadvantage of being able 
to teach ‘‘hristianity They had the advantage 
of being uble also to maiotain the good old 
principles of the Charch of England in that 
that school. aud be felt that for that reason the 
whole Colouy was to be congratulated that 
school was being sucevssfully worked. The 
British Government all over the world never 
undertook the teaching of Cheis‘raiuty for 
reasons which might ve wise or which might be 
uowise—he would not discuss the point—but in 
that schol they had liberty to teach Chris- 
tianity, and (berefore they were at liberty to 
fulfil a most importaot duty to an enormoas 
ection both of their fellow countrymen and 
their fellow-man, both with regard to those of 
Enropean pirentage and with regard to 
those of Chinese parentage. He had been 
giving prizes that moroiag to boys from 
Formosa. -Feochow, Borneo, New Zealand 
and Australia. That school provided an educa. 
tion for boys of Huropean parentage from all 
these different places, and it was @ most 
important work. It would never do for them 
as Christian people to let their fellow-country- 
man have theic children brought ap withoat 
having the opportanity of getting a Christian 
edacation. flere they had a school which not 
only educated these boys bat took them from 
theaa distant places, boarded them, gave them 
a Christian edacation, and the advantage of 
inost kind motherly hop from Mes.

Manila paper, and tho otherwise peaceful 
Filipinos .mmediately proceeded to work them- 
selves np into a state of high excitement; for 
the report was decidedly favorable to the friars 
aud the more discerning ones saw ag plain as 
day, the begiuning of a movement to arm the 
hated friars with all the old. privileges and 
auti.orities enjoyed duriug the days of Spanish 
tule. j 

After the publication of tha article, a very ~ 
short time clapsed before the archbishop was_ 
presented with a petition sigued by forty-three 
of the principal professional and business men 
of the Santa Cruz district of Manila. A de- 
legation waited on General Otis and presented 
him with a copy of the petition, which set forth 
their grievances and called attention to the 
unfortunate and unbesrably circumstances that 
would arise in the event of the retura of friars 
to the parishes or vicarages. The Spanish - 
papers were quick to take up the discussion and 
vigorous expression and strong feeling were 
and are everywhere apparent, . 

Other parishes and districts took up the 
subject and many resolutions and _ petitions 
followed in quick succession. The highest and 
best Spauiards and Filipinos throughout the 
whole city and in Cavite and San Roque became 
interested and before anyone realized it a re- 
gular religious typhoon was brewing. Finally 
sr. Torres tho attorney-goneral, visited the 
militar governor and asked for some expression 
from him to mest the emergency. ‘Torres 
represents all that is best among the Filipinos | 
and such a request from bim ia au indication of 
the oxtent to which the city hus been moved. 
General Otis replied as follows that there was 
no necessity for the Filipino. to fear that friars 
will again be forced up*n them against their 
wishes—and that if the Church authorities assign 
friars to curacies and these assignments are 
obnoxious to the people they will not be com- 
polled to accept them. Continuing he assured 
everyone of the fullest enjoyment of all consti-- 


- dinated it.

tational rights and individual liberty, ‘These 
words have been widely disonssed and have in a 
great measure gnioted tho trouble. 

In the meantime the Apostolic Delegate, 
Arobbishop Uhappell rests somewhat under a 
elond; but he in his (ura seems to have been 
misquoted or misunderstood for when approach- 
ed on the auijuct, be stated very clearly, that if 
the Filipinos do uot want the friars to fill 
onvacies, it will not be attempted to forces them 
on the people. ‘Thus to a cer‘ain extent the 
excitement seoms to be unwarrauted; but in 
general the incident has had a wholesome effect 
as it has indicated beyond a doubt, the opinions 
of the public. 

The religious question has been everywhere 
apparent frem the very first, but the activity of 
the insurrection bas to a greit extent subor- 
Now with the opening of the pro- 
vinces and th. spread of civil government the 
question of the friars aud the church ownership 
‘of lands and estates has been brought to an 
issue, and most interesting developments are 
bound to follow. 

Months ago responsible delagates from the 
‘ southern islands came to Manila (o discuss 
matters but the climax was, carefully avoided. 
While at present every effort is buing put 
forward to briug about conciliation uutil the 
insurrection is wiped out, tha authorities fully 
realize that the gravest question of all is ovar 
at hand and they are preparing themselves to 
meet it.and justly uuravel the tangle.
